MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENT. 
The question before Congress which most 
interests the readers of the Post-DISPATCH 
is the improvement of the Mississippi River, 
and they have every reason to be satisfied 
withthe report of the BuRRows Committee, 


especially as, from the composition of the 


committee, there was reason to apprehend a 
less favorable result. The committee in- 
dorses the jetties as a success, repudiates 
the outlet fraud of COWDEN, and on the 
question of general improvement prudently 
reserved its recommendations to await the 
results of the test works now going on at 
various points of the river—notably at Plum 
Point and Providence Reach. 

We have an opportunity of judging 
close at hand of the value of the system of 
improvement adopted by the Mississippi 
River Commission in the works undertaken 
by Capt. ERNsT and diligently prosecuted 
during the past few years ‘in the river just 
below this city, and notably at Twin Hol- 
lows. Long-continued high water and con- 
tinuous malaria during the working season 
has prevented these works from being pushed 
as rapidly as would have been the case under 
ordinary circumstances, but they furnish only 
a fairer test of the merits of the plan by re- 
vealing the difficulties which may be ex- 
pected. 

Until these works are completed and have 
been maintained long enough to accomplish 
the automatic regulation of the channel of the 
river, no one is justified in saying that the 
system is a solution of the engineering diffi- 


culties of the vexed question of Mississippi’ 


improvement, or that they furnish data for 
estimating finally the cost of the whole im- 
provement. But thus far they have, under 
the able and judicious management of the 
officer in charge, fully justified the reasona- 
ble expectations under which they were 
started. They have illustrated the possibil- 
ity of vreventing the caving in of the banks, 
they have formed deposits in the shallow 
places, they have controlled the current and 
deepened and maintained the channe!. 

As the work is necessarily experimental 
inmany ways it has cost more than the 
general works will cost. But, as we have 
said, there is nothing to be gained by trying 
to make final estimates of costs or results 
before all the data are collected and while 
the experiment is going on. 

It is satisfactory to know that those who 
are in charge of the work and who have 
their reputation atstake are satisfied with 
the progress made thus far, that Congress is 
well-disposed, and that the work of improve- 
ment may be considered as fairly under 
way. 


GERMAN IN THE SCHOOLS. 

The question whether German shall be 
taught inthe public schools is exciting a 
good deal of attention in and out of the 
Legislature. The people of this city are 
divided on the question, a majority in favor 
and a large minority opposed to it, while the 
people in the rural districts are opposed to it. 
But is not this agitation somewhat prema- 
ture? A case involving the right to tax the 


property of one maw to teach foreign lan-. 


guages and all the university sciences and 
high accomplishments to his neigbor’s chil- 
dren was well argued and submitted to the 
Supreme Court eighteen months ago. This 
high tribunal seems to have ‘‘stuck’”’ on the 
proposition. Its judgment is conclusive and 
final against all parties and all ideas. The 
press has properly refrained from noticing 
or commenting on the case while pending, 
but an allusion to it under the circum- 
stances is proper. This case (Roach vs. 
the Public Schools) presents to the 
court for adjudication squarely all the 
legal, constitutional and political objections 
that have been or can be urged against the 
policy or legality of these features in our 
school system, and also the question whether 
one system of public education at the ex- 
pense of tlie tax-payers should prevail of the 
city of St. Louis while another system per- 
vades all other portions of the State. Under 
such circumstances a decision from the high- 
est tribunal in the State ought to throw much 
light on the subject and settle many of these 
vexed questions.

“This kind of trouble is common among the 
pupils. and there have been several here since my 
connection with the Institution under other super 
intendents,” concluded the Doctor.

Neither of them 
wouid talk about the matter, although the report- 
er assured them that they had an opportunity to 
telltheir grievances to the public, They mention- 
ed several general charges against his manage- 
ment, but had pothing specific and partieniar to 
say. They suggested that it would be better to in- 
terview the whole school in chapel, but as the re- 
sorter did not care to write up ninty interviews, 
he begged to be excused. ~The boys saia that one 
reason they did not wish to say anything was 
because the board was investigating the 
matter ana they had confidence that the trustees 
would do them Justice. 

As the renorter was about to leave Dr. Sibley 
said, “Thirty per cent of the pupils here are 
from this city, whose parents visit them every 
week, and if there were any instances of cruel 
or ely rg | be may be sure they would hear 
it; but the whole matter will be settled the 
board of trustees, and I think the public can 
trust them to do justice to all parties.”

UHRIC’S CAVE SALOON. 


McNeary Scores a Victory in the 
Circuit Court. 


Judge Adams Refuses the Application for an 
Injunction. 


Judge Adams to-day delivered an opinion of 
some length on the Uhrig’s Cave saloon license 
question. The saloon is kept by Thomas Mc- 
Neary, who continues to sell 1iquors there with- 
out a license from Collector Hudson. A petition 
for an injunction was filed in the name of Circuit 
Attorney Harris, at. the instance of Dr. Eliot. 
George Partridge and other parties residing in the 


neighborhood of Washington ana Jefferson ave- 
nnes who are opposed to the saloon business. 
The Circuit Attorney’s petition set forth thata 
large number of persons were serious!y annoyed 
and injured by the deterioration of the value of 
their property by the existence of the dramshop, 
and the petition further set forth that the 
Criminal Courts, on account. of the slow- 
ness of procedure, difficulties attending many 
and expensive trials, insufficiency of penal stat- 
utes and popuiar prejudice, are unable to furnish 
a remedy tothe State. The court says: “There 
are no averments showing how this dramshop is 
kept, orderly or disorderly; how the property- 
holders in the neighborhood are injured. and no 
averments of fact showing any  ineomne- 
tency in the criminal proceedure. That 
the selling of intoxicating liquors in this State 
Without a license is an unlawful act. and that the 
Same tends to deprave the publie morals. are 
conclusions drawn from the statute and so an- 
nounced by the Supreme Court. It is contended 
that the doing of such an unlawful act. franght 
with such tendencies, and the persistent course of 
the saloon-keeper, selling without Hi 
cense, constitute, irrespeetive of the 
manner or the circumstances attending 
the doing of the act, a public nuisance, and there- 
fore it is contended that there is jurisdiction in 
equity to enjoin such a nuisance at the proceeding 
of the State. At common law the sale of liquor 
in itself is not unlawful. If is made unlawful 
solely by force of the statute which prohibits and 
imposes a penalty for it, and is there- 
fore, strictly speaking. a criminal offense. 
The nuisance complained of, when analyzed, 
amounts to the commission of a statutory crim. 
nal offense, from which only, so far as the State is 
concerned, the ordinary and natural cffects of 
violation of law flow, and these effects are. as to 
the public, indirect and consequential. In no 
legal sense are they direct, immediate 
or overwhelming in danger to the 
health or safety of the community. 
Although many of the States ofthe Union have 
strong prohibitory and license laws regulating the 
sale of liquorg ,and although in many of them. 
notably Maim®, Massachusetts, Ohio, Indiana and 
Kansas, the keeping of a dramshop without a 
license is declared by statute to bea public nui- 
sance, neither counsel for the re- 
lator in their most exhaustive 
rescarch, nor the court in tts independent invest!- 
gation, have been able to find any case where 
the relief asked for in this case has been granted, 
nor any other case than one in Kansas where it 
has even been asked for. If the jurisdiction has 
any existence it is singular that in all the spirited 
contests on the general subject during the 
ast quarter of a century, it shou!d not 
iave been evoked to do its mantfestiy effective 
work. The legislative mind having been address- 
ed to the remedy in such cases as this is presumed 
to have considered the entire subject, and to have 
provided all the remedy which in its sovereign 
wisdom it deems necessary. Possessed of the 
power to determine public policy in harmony with 
its views as to such policy, the State fixes 
what punishment is to be inflieted tor any given 
violation of law, and it may properly .be regarded 
as adequate. In denyingthe injunction, borrow- 
ing the language from the distinguished jurist who 
delivered the opinion in the case of Sparhawk vs. 
Union Pacifie Railway Company, I may say with 
propriety : “Were we to extend  equita- 
le jurisdiction to such cases as 
this we should soon probably be 
engaged in hearing cases to enjoin all the 
prominent crimes which daily and 
continually occur in our city and soon possess 
ourseives of a jurisdiction committed by law and 
established governmental policy to courts of 
criminal jurisdiction alone. if the penalties in 
the law be not deemed __ sufficient 
in any given case to preserve 
order and obedience to the law 
the Legislature must amend the law and provide 
remedies more adequate; the courts cannot sup- 
piy the defects.’ The application for a tempwrary 
injuuctiop is denied.’’

. The Prince Napoleon is sixty years of age; 

son of Jerome Bonaparte, King of Westpha- 
lia, and of the Princess Catherine of Wurt- 
emberg, he was born in exile, September 9, 
1822, at Trieste. Most of the proscribed 
Bonapartes went to live at Rome, where 
they were protected by the Vatican. It was 
at Rome that the Prince Joseph Charles Paul 
Jerome Bonaparte, better known as Prince 
Napoleon, passea his infancy, and If was 
amid the ruins of the imperial city that the 
old grandmother, Letitia Bonaparte, mother 
of the great Emperor, used to relate to the 
child that dream of colossal 
which ended at — Waterloo. 
At the age of 18 Prince Napoleon had fintsh- 
ed his military education. A Bonaparte by 
his father, a Wurtemberger by his mother 
and by the gratuitous instruction of which he 
had had the advantage, opinion seemed to 
oblige him to choose between these adverse 
causes. With characteristic prudence, 
Prince Napoleon eluded the question and 
spent some years in traveling, visiting suc- 
cessively London, Madrid and Vienna, living 
as joyously as he could, and betraying al- 
ready that “pane for the fair sex which dis- 
tinguishes himeven at the present day. But 
the Prince did not devote himself exclusively 
to cultivating those qualities which subse- 
quently won him Cora Pearl and Rachel. 

Just before the revolution of 1848 the ex- 
King Jerome and his son once more obtained 
leave to reside in France. When the revo- 
lution broke out he and his father pretended 
only to the title of citizens. Prince Napo- 
leon was elected Deputy for Corsica, and in 
the Constituent Assembly he sat at the left, 
on the Mountain,. as did the other prince, 
his cousin, Pierre Bonaparte. The citizen 
Jerome Napoleon at that time frequented 
the most advanced of the Montaguards. 

Next we find Prince Napoleon living in 
splendor in the Palais Royal, and continuing 
the traditions of his place. Paul de Cassag- 
nac gives him the title of Jerome Egalite. 
The Emperor tolerated his cousin’s incon- 
tinence of speech. For that matter, the 
Palais Royal ceased to be dangerous in be- 
coming unpopular. The Marquises and the 
street boys are leagued together against the 
Prince; the Crimean war, furnishes the oc- 
easion, and so the legend of “‘Plonplon” or 
“Craint-Plomb” is created. In point of fact, 
Prince Napoleon has not given any more 

roofs of cowardice than he has of bravery. 

e is not a soldier, that is all As 
the Duke de Morny used to say, the Prince 
is “plutot Jlacheur que _ ilache,”  in- 
constant rather than cowardly. However. 
after the battle of Inkermann, Prince Napo- 
leon went to England, and thence returned 
to Paris, disdaining the military laurels, and 

referring the myrtles and roses that fall 

rom the hands of béauty. Prince Napoleon 
threw away his shield like Horace. In him 
the voluptuary predominated, and when in 
1854 he embarked on the Roland for the 
Crimea, the Prinee carried in his bosom a 
bouquet of violets and a Catholic medal that 
the actress Rachel had brought him with 
trembling hand. The Prince brought back 
this bouquet with him, and pretended to cull

the Napoleon to support the tri-color flag 
against the white fiag of the Bourbons, 
which had no place in modern France. 
This proposal feil flat and its only resuit 
Was to inerease the dissensions which 
had arisen between the Prince, 
as guar¢.an of the Prince Imperial, 
and the other chiefs of the Bonapartist par- 
ty. Prince Napoleon is a’chief without sol- 
diers. Heis not even deputy. And this is 
the moment he chooses to deny the republic; 
to conie forward, he, the free thinker and 
skeptic, as thechampion of religion, “that 
great interest of civilized society ;”’ to r@iter- 
ate his ciaims to the throne of the Napoleons 
as the heir of Napoleon L.; to repudiate all 
ideas of an alliance of the Bonapartes with 
the Bourbons, and to cail for plebiscite! 

By this stupid act he has placed himself 
outside the pale of the Republic and outside 
the law. Far better for him had been the 
kind of indifferent contempt in which be was 
living, detested by his party and odious to 
his country, than the ignoble exile which 
will be the result of the disaster of his vul- 
gar and ridiculous ainbition. 

The career of Prince Napoleon is a disap-

“PHE ARGYLES. 


How the Marquis of Lorne Came to 
Have an American Ancestor. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 


The Marguis of Lorne, on his recent visit 
to Richmond, learning that some of the 
blood relatives of his family resided in that 
city, madea visit to and had acordial and 
affectionate interview with them. One of 
these was a daughter of our old fellow-citi- 
zen, Robert A, Grennan, one, of our oldest 
merchants, a native of Fredericksburg, Va. 
Mr. John Glassell, a Scotchman, settled about 
1740 in the northern neck of Virginia, on Rob- 
inson river, a trifutary of the Rapids, and 
engaged largely in the culture of tobacco. 

At the same time he established stores at 
Dumfries, Fredericksburg and Madison, 
where he conducted a large mercantile busi- 
ness and accumulated a large fortune. In 
17386 Mr. John Glassel sent to Scotland for 
his younger brother, Andrew, whom he set 
up in business in Fredericksburg, and who 
inmarried into a very prominent Virginia 
family. This gentleman was the grand- 
father of our fellow-citizen, Robert Grennan, 
and it was to his descendants the Marquis ol 
Lorne made his reeent visit in’ Virginia. 


When the revolution of 76 broke 
out, or before it had interrupted the 
commercial relations” with the mother 


country. John Giassel invested all his funds 
in tobaceo, shipped it to Glasgow and there 
realized what was considered an enormous 
fortune from its sale at three Scotch shillings 
per pound, thus becoming the richest com- 
moner in Seotland. John Glassel, though 
advanced toward old age, regarded it as his 
duty as well as his pride to make some iat- 
rimouial alliance which wouid secure him 
high social position, and probably an heir 
to his large fortune. With this view he 
selected the lovely Helen Buchan, the daugh- 
ter of the Earl ot Buchan, an ancient and 
sumewhat impoverished family. From this 
inarriage was born Joanna Glassel, who 
grew up a great beauty and a_ most 
charming and attractive young Scotch las- 
sie. Now it happened about the begin- 
ning of the twenties that the splendid 
estates of the Argyle family had been vreat- 
iy burdened and exhausted through tie 
reckless extravagance of the seventh Duke, 
or Marquis, who was a fainvus fast man _ of 
London, and a special friend of George, IV., 
then Prince Regent. The Duke’s brother, 
Lord Campbell, in defauit of descendants of 
his own, would succeed to the tities and es- 
tates. But alas! how couid they ever be 
cleared of the exhaustive burdens placed on 
them by his dissipated and extravagant elder 
brother? Only by marriage to some rich 
heiress. In seeking one lis attention was 
drawn to the beautiful and accomplished 
daughter of the richold Virginia planter and 
merchant, John Giassel, Esy. Joanna Gias- 
sel thus became the Duchess of Aryyie, aud

GAMBETTA’S FORTUNE. 


How the French Statesman Made and 


Spent His Money. 
From the Paris Figaro. 
Has M. Gambetta left a large fortune? 


The question is rather difficult to answer, but 
we must draw our deductions from certain 
incidents in the life of the great orator. If 


we Can attach faith to the statements of his in 
timates 5 ory aay last twelve years we must 
believe that M. Gambetta has left no very 
; wealth. When,

founded the Republique

difficulty was experienced in finding the eapi- 


tal for the undertaking. The journal found- 
ed, M. Gambetta, who only possessed the 
paid-up shares presented to him, received a 
salary as Director fitted to his position. He 
had lodgings on the first floor of the offices in 
the Chaussee d’Antin; his furniture was 
beught for him, and the expense of his ear- 
riage and two servants figured among the 
costs of management of the paper. His an- 
nual salary, some time, at ail events, after 
the establishment of the Republique Fran- 
caise, Was fixed at 30,000f. At first the re- 
ceipts did not equal the expenditure, and the 
capital was reconstituted. At the end of a 
lew months, the Republique Francaise be- 
came a paying concern, andthe Petite Re- 
publique Francaise was founded. The new 
organ was very successful, its sale in Paris 
sometimes amounting to nearly 120,000 copies. 
M. Gambetta was then at the apogee of his 
occult power, and was President of the 
Chainber. However, in spite of the divi- 
dends from the small paper, his emoluments 
as director of both, and his salary as Presi- 
dent ot the Chamber, M. Gambetta could not 
inake both ends meet. Asan instance in 
polnt we may mention that he was enabled 
to give the magnificent fete atthe Palais 
Bourbon by the assistance of M. Guichard 
and a few other friends, who, between them, 
found the necessary funds—between 50,0001, 
and 60,000f. Soon atterward, however, he 
sold his shares in the Petite Republique and 
part of those in the greater Republique, re- 
taining in his own or friends’ names rather 
more than half of the shares in the latter, to 
a certain banker for about 12,000,000f. This 
suin, With some hundreds of thousands of 
francs represented by the shares kept by 
him, forms, probably, the gros lot of his for- 
tune, which may, perhaps, be estimated at 
some 1,600,000. With regard to the Dubvo- 
chet affair, the following is stated by one of 
M. Gambetta’s friends to be the true version 
of the story: The Director of the Com- 
pagnie Parisienne du Gaz was very intimate 
with M. Gambetta, and used often to tell 
him, “You will see I have not forgotten you 
inimy will.” When Dubochet died he was 
found to have left M. Gambetta his silver 
watch he wore when he came to Paris in 
sabots. The family, however, who came in- 
to 60,000,000f., offered M. Gambetta 4,000.- 
vOOf. dle refused to take the money, but 
izreed to the yearly interest trom that sum 
being devoted .othe furtherance of the ob- 
jects of the party—assistance to members of 
it. He never made any personal use of the 
money in question. Unless, therefore, M. 
Gambetta pretended to be in difficulties and 
possessed a large canital, the revenne from 
which he never touched, and the existence of 
which his most intimate friends ignored, we 
nay repeat that the fortune left by M. Gam- 
betta is certainly under 2,000,000f. All its 
friends agree in thinking that M. Gambetta’s 
yearly outlay exceeded tls income.

REBELLIOUS REDSKINS. 


Project of a Bloody Fight Between 
the Opposing Creek Factions, 
SE hc 
Peace Overtures Rejected by the Rebels-- 
Treasurer Perryman, of the Creek Nation, 
on the Situation. 


——— 


Now that the Indian Territory by reason of 
internal dissensions among one of its resident 
nations, and ofits recent attempted invasion by 
white settlers whose eagerness is far in advance 
of their discretion, is occupying so much public 
attention, almost anybody who can supply infor- 
mation from that country is worthy ofa careful 
hearing, and a PosT-D1IsPATCH reporter extended 
it with much pleasure and profit this morning to 
Mr. J. M. Perryman, treasurer of the Creek Na- 
tion, at present on a Visit to this city and a guest 


of the Hotel Barnum. 

“T suppose that Oklahoma Payne’s latest fizzle 
will have a deterring effect upon other ambitious 
invaders,” the reporter asked by way of opening 
the interview. 4 

“It ought to,” Mr. Perryman answered. “An- 
other reason why settlers should not be so per- 
sistently aiming at settling the Territory is the 
fact that from an agricultural point of view it is 4 
vastly overrated country. Along the water 
courses there is good land, hut elsewhere It 1s 
poor, only fit for grazing. Now,the raising of cat- 
tle is the means of livelihood which the Inalans 
understand best and prefer,to all others, and they 
want the Territory left to them for that purpose. 
I do not think they will ever assent to the Territo- 
ry being opened up to emigration.” 

‘‘What is the status of the Creek rebellion?” 

“The rebeis have resisted all peaceful overtures 
and the Government is preparing to attack them 
if it finds that no other solution of the trouble is 
possible.” 

Mr. Perryman went over the history of the 
Creek dissension, stating that after the war of the 
rebellion the parties into which the pation had 
divided, sympathizing respectively with the 
Northern dnd Southern cause, coalesced again, 
adopted a constitution and had an election, 
which resulted in Checote. the candidate of the 
Southern faction, being elected chief, defeating 
Sands, who had the support of the Northern fac- 
tion. The latter body, dissatisfied with the result 
of the election, held aloof from the Government 
for many years, until recently they began 
to foment trouble by claiming that the es- 
tablished form of government was altogether 
too much like that in vogue among white men. 
Many of them went so far as todeclare that they 
would not live under it, andthe ill feeling led 
them to attack Government officers who had ar- 
rested one of their number for carrying concealed 
weapons, and rescue the prisoner and force the 
restoration of the weapons. The prisoner was re- 
arrested, and while in charge of Government 
officers, the latter were attacked by a party of 
twenty-five or thirty of the malcontents who 
killed two of them. Several of these offenders 
were arrestea and tried ona charge of murder, 
and while executive clemency was extended to 
<everal of the convicted, three of them were sen- 
tenced to death and shot. The Indian agent at 
the place tried to restore peaceful relations, but 
the breael was too wide, and ever since the Govy- 
ernment and its opponents have been at odds.” 

“What is the, Government’s policy?” the re- 
porter asked. 

“To estavlish peace, if possible; to sustain the 
Government atall cost. The Government party 
are situated at Okmulgee; the rebels are camped 
at a point some eighteen miles to the west. he 
Government was busily engaged raising an army 
when I left. They had then a force of 400 fighting 
men and they intend to raise 1,000 warriors alto- 
gether, so as to make short work of it when the 
fight occurs.” 

“How are the warriors armed?” 

“With Winchester repeating rifles and Colt’s 
revolvers. Gen. Pleasant Porter wiil lead the 
Government troops, with Col. Rolley McIntosh 
second incommand. Therebels are under com- 
mand of Chief Spiercher.”’ 

“How many men will they rally?” 

“Men, women and children. all told, they do not 
number over 4v0, andSdesertions are thinning their 
ranks daily. Spiercher is a full-blooded Creek, a 
man of fifty, a farmer and stock-raiser of consid- 
erable means, and one of the shrewdest Indians 
in the Nation. I have no doubt that bv this time 
he sees fully the tolly of his rebellion. but he is a 
hard-headed man of marked prejudices and un- 
bending determination; hence I do not look for 
himto act with the wisdom which he possesses. 
Besides in his camp are many desperadves whose 
counsels, carrying great weight with the rebels, 
wWill'be for resistance to the last.” 

“If the rebels only number 400, what will the 
loyal population of the Nation amount to?” 

“The Government party number fully 12.000 
souls. We cah_ raise _ 1,700 fighting 
men if necessary. We don’t want to tight. thouch, 
as long as there is any prospect of the differences 
being settled without bloodshed. We have given 
them a full opportunity to reflect on what they are 
doing, but as soon as we are prepared we shall 
move upon their camp. ‘The chances are that 
the battle will be a sanguinary one, The warriors 
on both sides are dead shots, and very little am- 
munition will be wasted in the fray. The rebels 
have. in the opinion of Col. Tufts and other au- 
thorities who have visited their camp, selected a 
very strong position, from which it will be diffi- 
cult to dislodge them, and they have their pians 
laid so that, when the camp is carried, they will 
be able to fall back to the west and Cross 
the territorial ae line, which is only 
twenty miles distant. hey will not gain much 
by this move, however. as the Unitea States 
troops in these places will insist upon their return 
to the Territory.” 

“Upon what basis would the peaceful return of 
the rebels to their homes be permitted?” 

“Pardon would be extended to all the rebeis 
upon condition of their submission to the Govern- 
ment. They are only willing. however, to come in 
on condition that the Creek Government shal] be 
wiped out and the nation revert to the old Indian 
laws which were in vogue before the Constitution- 
al Government was adopted.” 

“What kind of punishment do you award for 
minor offenses—horse-stealing, for instance?” 

“We donot imprison, The whip is the means 
of punishment in vogue amongst us. For-the first 
offense ahorse-thiet gets fifty lashes; for the 
second, one hundred; the third time he is caught 
he is shot. lIusethe word whip, but the instru- 
ment of punishment isa hickory switch about as 
thick as a man’s middle finger.” 

*] should think that one hundred blows with 
such a weapon would about kill a man?” 

“It brings him pretty near to death's door, I can 
assure you.” 

Mr. Perryman stated thatin all likelihood tne 
threatened hostilities would occur within a few 
days. He expected to take part himself tn the 
movement upon the rebel camp, and hoped that 
he would not arrive upon the scene too late to be 
able to do the Government some service.

A SKOPT’S BRIDE, 


The Story a Russian Refugee Told in St. 
Louis—Horrible Fanaticism. 


Among the Jewish refugees who arrived in St. 
Louis from Russia last spring, most of whom have 
since left for the West, wasa man named Max 
Ferrinsky. He was tall, well-featured and appar- 
ently about forty years ofage. The story of his 
life, as narrated by himself, isas apt an illustra- 
tion of the diseases which have fastened them- 
selyes upon Russian society as any that could well 
be imagined. The following is the story 
as narrated at second hand by a gentleman 
who enjoyed Ferrinsky’s confidenee during the 
latter’s brief stay in this city. Previous to 1878 he 
had lived all his life in the unimportant city of 
Jassy. in Moldavia, where, at the age of twenty, 
he married a young Jewess named Paulovna 
Rabitoff, the daughter of a well-to-do merchant of 
the place. One child only—a daughter—resulted 


from their union. The girl was brought up alto- 
getherat home. Jassy, it appears, contains a 
large number of Skopts. The Skopts area relig- 
ious sect, who, in spite of governmental 
opposition. have coutinued in existence for more 
than five centuries. This is perhaps the strangest 
and most unnatural ‘sect in the world. Born of 
an interpretation, as barbarous as it is literal. 
of the text, “Lf thy eye offend thee pluck it out.” 
etc, the fundamental dogma of the Skopts is mu- 
tilation, which is a sort of baptism of Its converts. 
Their number in the Russian empire is variously 
estimated at from seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand to one million. They are generally well-to- 
do and many of them are rich, which accounts 
sibiv for the non-success of the Government in 

ts endeavors to destroy them. When Ferrinsky’s 
daughter had attained the age of 15. hier 
mother died and two years. afterwards 
the girl, who was also like her mother, callea 
Paulovna, became engaged toa young man named 
Ignatz Stourza, the son of a highly respectable 
merchantof Jassy. ‘The weddin day Was fixed

About three weeks later Ferinsky receivea 1 
the mails a letter dated from Potsdam,in | ering g 
in which he was advised that if he desired 
learn the whereabouts of his daughter he would 
find her in acertain spot in a neighboring forest, 
dead. The bereaved father did as directed and 
found the bodyof his unfortunate ¢hild in an ad- 
vanced state’ of decomposition. A number of 
wounds, inflicted apparently with a shap instru- 
ment, indicated, it was thought, that she been 
fenily treated at first urd 
afte:wards, but 2 see 
ceived by Ferrinsky shortly 
also datea from Potsdam toid ‘the story o 
she met her sad end. The writer confessed him- 
self as Stourza, and told the story of how fanati- 
cal zeal had deprived him at oneeof a bride and 
afathe rlana. It seems that Stourza was secretly 
a Skopt, and that he had endeavored to make a 
convert of the young girl. She had finally con- 
sented to his importunities, and on the evéning of 
the day when she disappeared had come to the 
lace where the Skopts of Jassy held 
heir services. The rite of initia 
tion had been inadequately deseribed 
tothe young girl and the terror and pain of the 
mutilation proving too much for her she had sunk 
to the floor acorpse. Her remains were quietly 
interred the same night and Stourza left at once 
for Germany, whence he so reluctantly communi- 
cated the sad story totle girl’s father, He was 
never heard from after the receipt ie his second 
letter. The discovery of the place of her burial and 
the condition in which her body was found caused 
great excitement, and the Government took the 
matter in band. At first it was thought that en- 
ergetic measures would be adopted to put an end 
to these shameful practices, but the Skopts found 
means to silence the officials. Afferwards the 
ersecution of the Jews took violent form and poor 
errinisky and many of his friends were 
forced toleave the country. In telling the forego- 
ing dark story to his confidant in St. Louis, the 
poor fellow declared frequently that he was happy 
to escape from Russia, “‘a land,” he said ‘‘abound- 
ing in such horrible superstitions and preju- 
dices.’
